the Advices he gave him in his laſt Mo- 
ments, to look upon nothing as Glorious, 
but Peace and the Welfare of his Ringdom; 
he has hitherto taken his Meaſures accord- 
ing to theſe Rules, which to him ſhall 
always be Sacred, His Majeſty, with the 
Advice of the Duke of Orleans, Regent 
of the Kingdom, made it the firſt Object 
of his Care, 'to re-unite conſiderable 
Powers for maintaining the Peace by the 
Tripple-Alliance of the 4th of January, 
1717. This Precaution, and the Neu- 
trality eftabliſh'd in La, not only con- 
tinued Peace in the Dominions neigh- 
bouring on France, but gave Ground to 
hope, that whatever was wanting to the 
Perfection of the Treaties. of Utrecht and 
Baden, might bs ſupplied by new Mea- 
ſures for eitabliſhing/a more ſolid Tran» 
quility in Europe. But Spain, by viola: 
ting thoſe Treaties, deftroy'd in one 
Moment, all Hopes of Peace, and gave us 
juſt Cauſe to fear the Return of a War as 
bloody and obſtinate, as that which was 
concluded by the laſt Treaties. His Ma- 
jeſty has neglected nothing for extinguiſh- 
ing the Flame that Spain has kindled, but 
in concert with the King of Great-Britain, 

has imploy*d all his good Offices to pro- 
cure an Accommodation betwixt the Em- 
 peror and the King of Spain, as Advan- 
ub taglous 
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 tagious as Honourable for the Catholic 


King. His Majeſty, and the King of 


Great. Britain, have not only obtain d all 
that the King of Spain did moſt earneſtly 
preſs the late King of Fance to obtain for 
him, hut other and greater Advantages. 
But as it could not be relied on, that the 
King of Spain's Miniſter would mode- 
rate the Ambition of his Projects, and 
that it was not juſt the Repoſe of Eu- 
rope ſhould depend on the Obſtinacy of 
that Miniſter and his ſecret Views; his 
Majeſty and the King of Great-Britain, 
could not refuſe the preſſing Inſtances 
made to them, to agree, (according to 
what has been frequently Drains on 
important Occaſions for the publick Wel- 
fare) that if any one of the Princes con- 
cern'd, refus'd to conſent to the Peace, 
they ſhould join their Forces to oblige him 
ta it. The Emperor and the King of 
Sicily have agreed to this; but all the 
Meaſures that his Majeſty and the King 
of Great-Britain, have taken ſeparately 
and jointly with the King of Spain, not 
having been able to make him ſuſpend 
his Enterprizes, nor to perſuade him to 
a Peace ſo ſuitable to his Intereſt and Glo- 
ry; his Majeſty could not be wanting to 
the Engagements which he entred into by 
the Treaty of London, of the ad of

Augaſt laſt, without do 

uſtice, and abandoning che Intereſt of 
is Subjects; but is oblig d, in Conſe. 
the ſaid Treaty, to declare War againſt 


the King of Spain; yet at the ſame time, 


which he has long and inceſſantly made 


which gave him Birth, and has gene- 


maintain him on the Throne of Spain, 


as he himſelf owns in his Declaration of 


the gth of November laſt. If his Ma- 


ainſt him, he has at leaſt this Satis- 


action, that he prefers nothing to that 
Prince but the Safety of his own People, 
if he can be ſaid to prefer it, by ta- 
king Arms, at preſent, againſt Spain, 
fince *tis as much for the Intereſt of that 
Nation as for all the other Nations of Eu- 
rope.

tereſts and Glory, which ſhall-always be 
ſo much the more dear to France, as ſhe - 
looks upon them to be the Reward of her 
long Endeayours, and of all the Blood 
Which it has coft her to maintain him on 
ei f os oe ES. 
That theſe were his Majeſty's uniater- 
rupted Intentions, will appear evidently 
by the Facts hereafter mention dz.

The King of Spain had often repreſented: 
to the late King by Letters of his own 
Hand- Writing, that his Condition was not 

ſecur'd by the Treaties of Utrecht: Jou will 
eaſily judge, ſaid he in ane of his Letters, 
dated May 16. 1713. That the Peace, the fo- 
 lidity of which # equally the Deſire of all the 
World, caunot be firm, if the Arch-Dake, 
who has diſputed the Crown of Spain with me, 
does not own me for its lawful Ring. 

Toa know, writes that Priace in his Let- 
ter of Jan. 31. 1714. That I have fulfill d all 
the Preliminaries, and that I am ready to con- 
ſent that Naples, the Milaneſe, and the Ne- 
therlands, ſpall remain to the Arch-Dake, as 
I have conſented to quit Sicily in favour of the 

. Dake of Savoy, and Gibraltar, and the Iſle of 

| Minorca in favour of the Engliſh, and that I 
am alſo ready to quit Sardinia in favoar of the 
Elector of Bavaria. The Arch-Dake ought on 
thoſe Conditions to renounce to me what re- 

mains of the Spaniſh Monarchy. Thas neither 
he nor I ſhall have any Thing farther to pre- 
tend againſt one another. 

I flatter my ſelf, ſays the King of Spain, in 
his Letter of May 17. 1714. That knowing of 
what Importance it is to make the Arch-Dake

That Prince did not think himſelf con- 
firm'd on the Throne of Spain and the In- 
dies, but by the Emperor's ſolemn Renun- 
. ciation of all his Pretenſions; and he in- 
ſiſted ſo preſſingly on that Security, be- 
| cauſe he knew the Importance of it by the 
| 2 Extremities to which the War had reduc'd 
| ; him on Account of the Emperor's Preten- 
ſions. This was alſo all that he demanded 
| of the late King as the moſt ſenſible Pledge 
| of his paternal Friendſhip, and as the laſt 
- Effort with which he ought to crowa all 
that France had done for his Intereſts. The 
late King endeavour'd with all the Affecti- Fil 
on of a tender Father, the Satisfaction of his 1 
Grandſon. But as the Emperor appear'd un- 
moveable, and that there remain'd a Diffi- 
dence throughout Europe, it being the gene- 
ral Opinion, that the Peace couꝰd not be du- 
rable, which did ſtill keep the greateſt Part 
of the Powers in Arms; „ 
the War in the North, and the Changes 
that happen'd in Great Britain, giving Ooſ- 
caſion to fear, that the Flames wou'd quick- 
Iy. be rekindled; there was ſtill a neceſſity 
_ of taking new Meaſures for preventing it. 
It was during theſe ConjunQures the 
late King was taken from France by Death.

His Majeſty will never forget tlie important 
and wholſome Advices which he gave him in 
the laſt Moments of his Life. He is willing to 
make them the analterabie Rule of his Reign, 
and by what follows it will be made evi- 
dent that he has hitherto taken all his Steps

The long Wars had left againſt us 
throughout Europe the Remains of an ali- 
enated Mind, and ofa Hatred which only 
wanted an Opportunity to break out a- 


freſh; and our Neighbours being ſtill full

trecht? The King neglected nothing for 
ſucceeding in this Deſign, and by his Care, 
a Confidence was re- eſtabliſh'd betwixt 
the ewo Powers, and they were ſpeedily 
ſatisfy' d that nothing cou'd more contri- 
bute to confirm a Peace which was not 
yet well eſtabliſh'd, than a defenſive Alli- 
ance betwixt France, England, and the 
Republick of the United Provinces, for.

Dominions. But before any Negociation 
was open'd, his Majeſty gave Advice of his 
Deſign to the King of Spain.

? Hatever Advices you receive as to 
y Y what has paſs'd here with reſpe& 
to the Duke of St. Aignan, it ought not,

It was neceſſary for us to take this Courſe 
with him, becauſe he had taken his 
Leave; becauſe he had no further Cha- 
racter, and becauſe of his ill Conduct. 
Your Excellency will continue firmly re- 
ſolv'd to ſtay at Paris, and not to Leave 
it till thereunto conftrain*d by Force.
